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INTRODUCTION 

The  report  for  1962  contains  statistics  for  comparison  with  other 
areas  or  with  the  Country  as  a whole. 

The  Urban  Districts  which  are  considered  in  the  report  have 
changed  little  in  character  though  of  recent  years  new  industries  have 
been  introduced  into  Wirral  and  Neston. 

The  three  Urban  Districts  are  essentially  residential  in  character 
and  there  appears  to  be  a never  ending  demand  for  dwellings  built  by 
private  enterprise,  many  of  which  are  sold  before  the  work  of  con- 
struction commences. 

Housing  continues  to  present  many  problems  and  though  as  a 
result  of  the  Rents  Act  the  maintenance  of  tenanted  properties  has 
improved,  there  has  been  no  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of 
privately  owned  houses  available  for  letting.  Consequently  the  prob- 
lem of  shared  accommodation  continues,  and  many  families  are  in- 
adequately housed. 

There  are  elderly  persons  burdened  with  houses  which  are  now 
much  too  large  for  their  needs  and  who  would  welcome  an  opportunity 
to  move  into  more  suitable  accommodation.  The  provision  of  flats  or 
bungalows  for  these  pensioners  by  local  authorities  could  result  in 
underoccupied  houses  being  made  available  for  families. 

Further  progress  in  Housing  and  Slum  Clearance  has  been  made 
in  Wirral  and  Neston  Urban  Districts  during  1962, 

One  Official  Representation  was  made  under  Section  42  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1957,  and  two  Official  Representations  under  Section 
16  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957. 

It  becomes  increasingly  difficult  to  find  suitable  sites  for  the 
controlled  tipping  of  refuse  and  a Working  Party,  consisting  of  the 
appropriate  Technical  Officer  from  the  County  Boroughs  of  Birkenhead 
and  Wallasey,  the  Borough  of  Bebington  and  the  Urban  Districts  of 
Hoylake,  Neston  and  Wirral  has  been  formed  to  make  proposals  for 
the  disposal  of  refuse. 

This  type  of  co-operation  is  to  be  commended  and  the  results  of 
the  Working  Party’s  deliberations  are  awaited  with  interest. 

Notifications  of  infectious  disease  showed  a decrease  this  year, 
fewer  notifications  of  all  diseases  being  received. 
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HOYLAKE  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

The  Urban  District  was  constituted  in  1889;  and  on  1st  April, 
1933,  the  Parishes  of  Caldy,  Frankby,  Greasby,  Grange  and  part  of 
Saughall  Massie  were  added.

A 
few  small  industries  including  brickmaking,  laundries,  sheet  metal 
works,  pre-cast  concrete  and  an  artificial  tooth  factory  have  been 
established.  Little  inshore  fishing  is  carried  out  now.

Ambulance  Facilities.

Home  Nursing.

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Hospitals. 

The  hospitals  of  the  district,  both  voluntary  and  public,  are  under 
the  control  of  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Hoylake  is  in 
the  area  of  the  North  Wirral  Hospital  Management  Committee  which 
administers  the  Hoylake  and  West  Kirby  Queen  Victoria  Memorial 
Hospital  and  Caldy  Manor  Hospital.  The  Queen  Victoria  Memorial 
Hospital  has  an  authorized  bed  complement  of  38.  It  is  staffed  by  the 
practitioners  of  the  district  and  by  visiting  consultants.  It  is  equipped 
for  major  surgical  work  and  has  a modern  X-ray  department. 

Caldy  Manor  Hospital  is  specialized  for  the  treatment  of  heart 
and  circulatory  conditions.  41  beds  are  provided  there,  and  there  is  a 
visiting  medical  and  consultant  staff. 

Other  hospitals  and  institutions  under  the  Board’s  management 
are  available  to  local  residents.  The  hospitals  at  Clatterbridge  still 
admit  a large  number  of  patients  from  this  area  and  others  go  to  the 
hospitals  of  Liverpool  and  Birkenhead. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  this  disease 
is  situated  at  New  Ferry. 

The  Children’s  Convalescent  Home,  West  Kirby,  which  has  not 
been  included  in  the  Regional  Hospital  Scheme,  provides  a number  of 
beds  for  the  emergency  treatment  of  sick  children  from  this  locality. 
This  institution  has  excellent  equipment  and  is  staffed  by  visiting 
Practitioners  and  Consultants.  It  is  provided  with  a steam  disinfector. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

This  Act  gives  power  to  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  to  arrange  for 
removal  to  hospital  under  a Justice’s  order  aged  and  infirm  persons 
who  are  not  able  to  look  after  themselves  and  who  are  not  receiving 
proper  care  and  attention.  Much  time  and  patience  are  needed  in 
order  to  help  these  old  people  and  four  of  such  cases  have  been  in- 
vestigated. Hospital  treatment  was  found  to  be  necessary  in  two  cases 
and  this  was  arranged  without  formal  procedure  under  the  Act. 

A great  deal  of  voluntary  effort  on  behalf  of  old  people  has  been 
carried  out  by  local  voluntary  organizations,  and  the  meals  on  wheels 
service  has  continued  at  West  Kirby  under  the  Womens  Voluntary 
Service.  The  Life  Belt  Scheme,  a system  whereby  old  people  draw 
attention  to  their  need  for  assistance,  was  inaugurated  during  the  year. 

The  Council  converted  a former  blind  home  in  Hoylake,  Fellow- 
ship House,  into  an  aged  persons  home,  and  administration  of  this 
establishment  is  conducted  by  the  Womens  Voluntary  Service.  A new 
building  for  use  as  an  aged  persons  club  was  opened  in  Hoylake  and  a 
similar  club  is  housed  in  a Council  building  in  Sandlea  Park,  West  Kirby. 

Mortuaries 

The  Public  Mortuary  which  is  owned  by  the  Urban  District 
Council  is  situated  in  Carr  Lane,  Hoylake. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  area  by  two  separate  authorities;  part  by 
the  Hoylake  Urban  District  Council’s  own  supply  and  the  more 
outlying  areas  by  the  West  Cheshire  Water  Board. 

The  latest  information  regarding  the  regrouping  of  water  under- 
takings as  it  affects  this  district  is  that  a pilot  scheme  has  been  formed 
to  make  preliminary  arrangements  for  the  newly  formed  Wirral  Water 
Board  to  become  operative  as  from  the  1st  October,  1963. 

Meanwhile  a change  has  taken  place  in  the  control  of  the  Hoylake 
Water  Undertaking,  where  the  duties  of  Water  Engineer  have  been 
taken  over  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  Council  as  from  the 
1st  July,  1962. 


Hoylake  Urban  District  Council’s  Supply 

The  source  of  this  water  is  boreholes  sunk  at  Grange  and  at 
Newton  which  are  fed  into  a reservoir  at  Grange  Water  Works.  Partial 
softening  is  carried  out  at  Grange  Water  Works  and  all  supplies  are 
chlorinated. 

Work  has  proceeded  during  the  year  on  the  provision  of  a new  9" 
main  from  Chapel  Road,  Hoylake  to  Greenwood  Road,  Meols,  in 
order  that  the  water  pressure  at  Meols  may  be  improved. 

Extensions  to  provide  an  adequate  supply  for  new  estate  develop- 
ment at  Melloncroft  Drive,  West  Kirby,  have  also  taken  place. 

The  arrangements  for  the  replacement  of  six  ball  hydrants  per 
quarter  by  the  fire  authority  has  apparently  broken  down.  During  the 
last  year  only  six  of  the  planned  replacements  were  carried  out.  At 
this  rate  it  will  take  ten  years  to  replace  the  existing  ball  hydrants  in 
the  district  of  the  Hoylake  water  undertaking.  It  is  essential  that  these 
obsolete  fittings  should  be  modernized  within  a much  shorter  period. 

Monthly  bacteriological  and  quarterly  chemical  analyses  reported 
to  the  Health  and  Water  Committees  were  consistently  satisfactory. 
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West  Cheshire  Water  Board 

I'he  main  source  of  supply  of  the  West  Cheshire  Water  Board  is 
the  River  Dee  at  Chester  and  this  water  is  treated  at  Sutton  Hall. 
There  are  also  deep  wells  at  Prenton  and  Mouldsworth. 

As  in  other  districts  in  the  Board’s  area  of  supply  there  have  been 
complaints  of  taste  from  time  to  time. 

Reports  on  routine  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations 
supplied  by  the  Board  regarding  various  sources  of  supply  have  been 
made  to  the  Health  and  Water  Committee  and  the  result  of  such 
examinations  have  been  consistently  satisfactory.  All  the  Boards 
supplies  are  chlorinated. 

With  the  exception  of  a house  on  Hilbre  Island  all  permanent 
dwellings  in  the  district  have  a piped  water  supply.  A few  summer 
bungalows  at  Newton  are  served  by  two  standpipes.  The  Children’s 
Convalescent  Home,  West  Kirby,  has  an  independent  supply  from  a 
borehole  300  feet  deep  at  the  Home,  and  there  is  also  a borehole  pro- 
viding an  independent  supply  at  the  Deeside  Laundry,  West  Kirby. 

Particulars  of  the  number  of  dwelling  houses  and  of  the  population

Consumption. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  average  consumption  of  water  supplied 
from  the  Council’s  Waterworks  is  approximately  38  gallons  per  head 
per  day.  This  figure  includes  water  used  for  trade  purposes. 

The  details  of  the  volume  supplied  to  consumers  in  this  area  by  the 
West  Cheshire  Water  Board  are  net  available,  but  it  is  estimated  that 
consumption  w7as  in  the  order  of  30.0  gallons  per  head  per  day. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Three  sewer  bloekages  occurred  during  the  past  year,  all  of  which 
were  due  to  minor  defects  in  the  sewer  pipes. 

A total  of  127  houses  and  flats  and  8 other  properties  have  been 
connected  to  the  public  sewerage  system  during  the  past  year. 


A new  sewer  has  been  laid  from  Baytree  Road  to  enable  19  proper- 
ties in  the  Birch  Heys  and  Montgomery  Hill  area  to  be  converted  from 
cesspool  to  the  water  carriage  system. 


No  further  progress  has  been  made  with  the  main  sewerage 
scheme.  A full  treatment  works  between  Meols  and  Moreton  with  all 
flows  discharging  to  the  River  Birket  has  been  proposed.  If  this  proves 
to  be  impracticable  the  alternative  of  returning  to  the  original  1954 
Scheme  for  improving  the  North  Wirral  System  as  proposed  by 
Wallasey  and  possibly  taking  in  the  remainder  of  Hoylake  as  well  may 
prove  to  be  a solution  of  the  problem. 


Rivers  and  streams 


The  Cheshire  River  Board  have  effected  considerable  improve- 
ments on  the  Arrowe  Brook  in  the  Greasby  area,  including  the  building 
of  a new  bridge  and  culvert  at  Wood  Lane. 


One  case  of  pollution  of  streams  by  discharge  from  a piggery 
recurred  during  the  year.  Improvements  whereby  other  agricultural 
premises  will  be  prevented  from  causing  pollution  to  streams  in  the 
rural  part  of  the  district  are  anticipated  under  new  powers  granted 
by  the  Rivers  (Prevention  of  Pollution)  Act. 


The  pollution  of  the  Arrowe  Brook  at  a point  immediately  down 
stream  from  the  boundary  of  this  District  and  the  Wirral  Urban 
District  occurs  in  times  of  storm  as  reported  in  previous  Annual 
Reports.  This  is  alleged  to  be  due  to  the  faulty  design  of  the  storm 
water  overflow  chamber  at  this  point,  but  no  sollution  whereby  this 
recurrent  pollution  is  prevented  has  been  effected  to  date. 
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Closet  Accommodation. 

Twenty-two  dwellings,  including  fourteen  which  are  occupied  as 
summer  dwellings,  are  provided  with  closets  other  than  water  closets. 

Open  Spaces. 

The  District  has  some  225.5  acres  of  public  open  space.  Provision 
of  an  additional  park  of  7 acres  comprised  in  the  grounds  of  Hill  Bark 
was  made  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Refuse  is  collected  from  every  dwelling  house  each  week,  and  from 
certain  other  premises  three  times  each  week.  A bi-weekly  collection 
is  also  made  from  schools  and  public  institutions.

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Factories  Act,  1937  and  1948 

The  only  factories  of  any  size  in  the  area  are  3 laundries,  a brick- 
works, and  an  artificial  tooth  factory  but  many  small  businesses  come 
under  the  definition  of  factory  and  as  such  are  subject  to  inspection.  A 
copy  of  the  return  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National 
Service  is  reproduced  on  page  21. 

Licensed  Premises 

A good  standard  of  repair  and  maintenance  was  maintained  in 
licensed  premises,  and  all  items  included  in  the  7 informal  notices 
served,  were  attended  to  promptly.  The  works  found  to  be  necessary 
were  of  a minor  character. 

As  reported  last  year  two  public  houses  cannot  be  brought  up  to 
modern  requirements  without  re-building.  Demolition  and  re- 
building has  been  agreed  in  respect  of  the  West  Kirby  Hotel  to  com- 
mence during  July  next  year.  Plans  are  in  preparation  for  the  re- 
building of  one  hotel  in  Greasby.  Large  scale  extensions  and  reno- 
vations are  being  carried  out  at  the  Stanley  Hotel,  Hoylake. 

Shops  Act,  1912  to  1950 

Inspection  of  shops  in  respect  of  the  requirements  of  the  Shops 
Act  as  to  ventilation,  lighting,  heating  and  sanitary  accommodation 
were  carried  out  simultaneously  with  inspections  under  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations. 

150  separate  inspections  of  shops  other  than  food  premises  were 
carried  out. 

No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing  compliance  with 
Orders  made  under  the  Shops  Act,  regarding  weekly  half-holiday  and 
Sunday  closing. 

An  Order  of  Suspension  of  closing  hours  of  shops  was  made  by 
the  Council  to  cover  the  Christmas  period. 

Caravan  Sites 

The  use  of  land  for  camping  sites  is  controlled  by  the  Hoylake 
Urban  District  Council  Act,  1935  and  by  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control 
of  Development  Act,  1960. 

One  application  was  received  for  use  of  land  as  a caravan  site — 
land  known  as  Poplar  Camp,  Mill  Lane,  Greasby  on  which  37  caravans 
are  stationed. 

A licence  expiring  on  31st  December,  1963  was  issued. 

It  was  necessary  to  take  formal  action  regarding  infringement  of 
the  conditions  of  the  licence  where  the  number  of  caravans  authorized 
to  be  stationed  on  the  site  was  exceeded. 
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Smoke  Abatement 
Clean  Air  Act 

Building  Bye-laws  made  under  Section  61  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  and  Section  24  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  were  made  by 
the  Council  and  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  on  2nd  October,  1959. 

They  provide  that,  only  such  appliances  for  heating  and  cooking 
as  are  suitably  designed  for  burning  “smokeless”  fuels,  shall  be  pro- 
vided in  new  buildings. 

Further  Bye-laws  made  in  1961  deal  with  the  discharge  of  flue 
gases  into  the  atmosphere. 

This  District  is  not  included  in  the  “black  areas”  attached  to  the 
Report  on  Air  Pollution,  Circular  5/59  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government.  The  County  boroughs  adjacent  to  this  district 
are  included,  and  they  propose,  or  have  made,  smoke  control  orders 
within  their  districts.  This  has  its  repercussions  in  Hoylake,  in  that 
many  of  the  solid  fuel  burning  appliances  used  locally  are  purchased 
from  merchants  operating  in  these  County  Boroughs  and  are  of  a type 
approved  for  use  in  smoke  control  areas. 

In  addition  propaganda  for  clean  air  in  the  Merseyside  Press  is 
widely  read  by  residents  in  this  district  and  the  residents  are  becoming 
increasingly  “clean  air”  conscious. 

Modernization  of  grates  and  solid  fuel  appliances  is  taking  place 
rapidly  without  legal  direction.  Oil  fired  boilers,  some  of  a compara- 
tively high  rating,  are  being  installed  in  many  houses,  and  the  Council 
is  concerned  that  some  cases  have  occurred  where  the  products  of 
combustion  are  being  discharged  at  a low  altitude.  The  effect  of  present 
powers  in  securing  adequate  control  is  being  closely  observed. 


Alkali,  etc.,  Works  Regulation  Act 

No  complaints  regarding  offensive  smells  from  the  spin-room 
gases  at  Greenfield  Works  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  River  Dee  were 
received  during  the  year. 
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Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 

There  are  two  open  air  swimming  baths  in  the  district  which  are 
under  the  control  of  the  Parks  and  Foreshores  Committee  of  the 
Council. 

The  Hoylake  swimming  pool  is  an  enclosed  pool  on  Hoylake 
Beach  adjacent  to  the  Promenade.  Water  which  comes  from  the  sea  at 
high  tide  is  subjected  to  a process  comprising  mesh  screening,  alumina 
ferric  precipitation  and  mechanical  filtration,  the  whole  of  the  contents 
of  the  bath  being  subject  to  the  process  twice  daily.  Continuous 
automatic  chlorination  takes  place  in  a Wallace  and  Tiernan  Chlorinator, 
installed  in  1956. 

Daily  ortho  tolidine  tests  are  carried  out  by  the  Superintendent 
and  at  weekly  intervals  by  this  department.  Samples  are  submitted 
for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  at  intervals  during  the 
season.  Four  analyses  taken  during  the  year  were  quite  satisfactory. 

The  West  Kirby  swimming  pool  is  merely  a roped-off  area  of  the 
Marine  Lake,  provided  with  diving  boards,  dressing  and  cafe  facilities. 
The  Marine  Lake  which  covers  an  area  of  32  acres  retains  water  from 
the  Dee  Estuary  which  fills  and  replenishes  it  at  certain  states  of  the 
tide.  Two  chemical  and  four  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  during 
the  season. 

Results  of  all  samples  were  reported  to  the  appropriate  Committees 
and  to  the  officials  concerned.

Schools 

All  schools  in  the  district  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  public 
supplies  and  all  are  provided  with  water  closets.  There  are  2 Grammar, 
1 Secondary  and  5 Primary  schools  belonging  to  the  County  Authority 
with  3 controlled  C.  of  E.  and  1 C.  of  E.  outside  County  Control. 
There  are  2 boarding  schools  and  8 private  schools.  Four  of  the  private 
schools  make  arrangements  for  school  meals. 

A very  high  standard  of  premises  and  equipment  in  all  schools  for 
the  provision  and  serving  of  school  meals  has  been  maintained. 

All  schools  are  supplied  with  Pasteurised  milk  and  all  institutions 
admitting  children  obtain  either  Tuberculin  Tested  or  Pasteurised 
milk. 

One  is  pleased  to  report  that  hot  water  for  hand  washing  is  now 
provided  in  all  schools.  Unfortunately  it  cannot  be  reported  that 
essential  modernization  and  improvement  of  external  sanitary  accom- 
modation at  the  West  Kirby  C.  of  E.  controlled  school,  which  has  been 
referred  to  in  annual  reports  for  three  years,  has  yet  been  commenced 
by  the  Education  Authority. 
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HOUSING 

138  units  of  accommodation  were  provided  by  the  Council  and 
private  enterprise  during  1962,  compared  with  197  during  1961.  Of 
this  number,  8 new  houses  and  11  new  flats  were  erected  by  the  Council, 
58  houses  and  61  flats  by  private  enterprise,  30  of  these  resulting  from 
the  conversion  of  existing  houses.

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Demolition  of  Unfit  Houses 

Although  the  building  of  some  38  Council  houses  and  flats  was 
in  progress  in  1962,  only  8 were  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year,  so 
that  it  was  found  possible  to  allocate  only  5 houses  to  families  who 
resided  in  Clearance  Areas.  As  a result  there  are  still  29  families  in 
Clearance  Areas  awaiting  transfer  to  new  houses,  although  in  some 
cases  the  Orders  were  confirmed  by  the  Minister  four  years  ago.  It  is 
anticipated  that  all  these  will  be  re-housed  early  in  1963  and  this  will 
enable  the  Council  to  complete  the  remainder  of  their  Five  Year 
Clearance  Programme  in  an  orderly  manner  with  a proper  balance 
between  the  rate  of  condemnation  of  the  properties  and  the  provision 
of  houses  for  the  displaced  persons. 

It  was  not  possible  to  proceed  with  any  further  large  scale  Clear- 
ance Procedure  as  a result  of  the  Council’s  decision  “that  no  further 
Orders  be  proceeded  with  until  arrangements  are  made  for  the  re- 
housing of  persons  affected  by  Orders  already  approved”. 

An  official  representation  was  made  in  respect  of  Parkfield  Farm, 
Meols,  an  individual  unfit  house,  and  a Certificate  of  Unfitness  for 
Human  Habitation  was  issued  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in 
respect  of  three  Council  owned  properties,  119,  121  and  123  Market 
Street,  Hoylake. 

Two  houses  included  in  Section  “B”  of  the  Council’s  Five  Year 
Plan  for  individual  unfit  houses  were  removed  from  the  list  after 
extensive  works  of  improvement  had  been  carried  out.

IMPROVEMENTS  GRANT 

11  houses  were  inspected  by  the  department  at  the  request  of 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  in  connection  with  applications  for  Im- 
provement Grants.  All  related  to  owner-occupied  houses. 

Following  receipt  of  Circular  42/62  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  on  the  subject  of  Improvement  of  Houses,  the 
Committee  decided  to  follow  a recommendation  in  paragraph  4 of  the 
Circular  and  select  a street  most  worthy  of  improving. 

There  are  several  areas  in  this  district  where  sturdy,  terraced 
houses  exist  which  have  many  more  years  of  life  in  them  structurally 
but  which  lack,  in  1963,  hot  water  systems,  baths,  indoor  water  closets 
etc. 

An  area  comprising  107  brick  built  terrace  houses,  83  with  2 
bedrooms  and  24  with  3 bedrooms,  erected  60  to  65  years  ago,  was 
suggested  to  the  Finance  Committee  as  being  an  area  worthy  of  im- 
provement by  means  of  Standard  or  Discretionary  Grants.  Since  the 
inception  of  the  Standard  Grant  Scheme  only  2 applications  had  been 
received  from  the  51  owner-occupiers  and  none  from,  owners  of 
tenanted  houses.  Unfortunately  it  was  decided  not  to  proceed  with 
this  area  as  a pilot  scheme  but  to  circularise  the  owners  of  houses  of  a 
type  described  in  the  Circular,  advising  them  of  the  facilities  available 
for  the  payment  of  grants  for  the  improvement  of  their  houses.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk  Supply 

By  virtue  of  an  Order  made  in  1955  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
(Milk  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream)  Act,  1959,  only  certain  specifically 
designated  milks  are  authorised  to  be  sold  in  the  district,  and  these 
designations  are  Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised. 

The  County  Council,  who  have  been  responsible  for  the  licensing 
and  supervising  of  milk  pasteurising  plants  and  sterilization  plants 
within  its  area,  have  now  taken  over  the  duty,  formerly  carried  out 
by  the  district  councils,  of  licensing  and  sampling  of  designated  milk 
from  local  distributors. 

This  Council  decided  to  exercise  its  own  powers  of  sampling  at 
present  and  the  result  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  is  given  below.

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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  this  district.  The  Council  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  existing  arrangements  are  adequate  whereby, 
home  killed  meat  is  obtained  by  butchers  who  require  it  (a)  from 
private  slaughterhouses  in  the  districts  of  Ellesmere  Port  and  St. 
Asaph,  (b)  from  public  abattoirs  at  Liverpool,  Birkenhead  and  Chester. 

Butchers  shops  now  number  26  with  6 self-service  retail  premises 
using  cutting-up  rooms  at  the  rear  where  meat  is  pre-packed  prior  to 
self-service  in  the  main  part  of  the  premises. 

The  frequency  of  visits  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year 
as  previously  and  various  improvements  in  storage,  fittings  and  equip- 
ment have  been  obtained  informally.  Major  improvements  of  shop 
premises  in  one  case  by  enlargement  and  in  another  by  renewal  of 
floor  and  wall  surfaces  were  effected.

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The  standard  of  food  premises  has  been  maintained  at  a high 
level  throughout  the  district.  Plans  submitted  for  new  buildings  to  be 
used  in  connection  with  the  food  trade  are  checked,  as  a matter  of 
routine,  for  compliance  with  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

The  rate  of  inspection  of  such  premises  has  been  reasonably 
frequent,  a total  of  1053  visits  having  been  made  for  the  purpose. 

Improvement  of  vehicles  used  in  food  distribution  has  again 
engaged  the  attention  of  the  inspectors  and  the  improvement  noted 
last  year  has  been  kept  up. 

Co-operation  has  been  received  by  the  department  from  all 
sections  of  the  food  trade. 

The  most  serious  complaints  received  related  to  food  which 
had  been  exposed  in  refrigerated  display,  and  routine  checks  of  tem- 
peratures at  which  these  installations  operate  has  been  carried  out  as 
a consequence. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  report  2 cases  of  foreign  bodies  in  food 
to  the  Cheshire  County  Council  who  took  the  appropriate  action. 
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ICE  CREAM 

There  are  two  local  manufacturers  on  the  register  and  all  use  the 
Cold  Mix  method  of  preparation  of  ice  cream. 

There  are  99  dealers  on  the  register  and  8 manufacturers  outside 
the  district  supply  them. 

159  samples  of  ice  cream  and  28  samples  of  water  ices  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  Bacteriologist  and  the  results  are  tabulated  below- 
Unsatisfactory  grading  of  12  samples  were  the  subject  of  corres- 
pondence between  the  department  and  the  local  and  multiple  firms 
concerned.  All  samples  of  lolly  ices  were  satisfactory. 

6 tests  on  ice  cream  samples  were  void.

Shellfish 


The  gathering  of  cockles  from  the  foreshores  at  Meols  has  again 
taken  place  on  a very  large  scale.  This  part  of  the  foreshore  is  subject 
to  an  Order  made  under  the  Shellfish  Regulations  by  the  Liverpool 
Port  Ilealth  Authority  who  are  responsible  for  its  administration. 
Gathering  has  also  taken  place  intensively  on  the  West  Kirby  and  Caldy 
foreshores  which  are  under  the  control  of  the  Chester  Port  Health 
Authority  where  no  Order  is  in  operation. 

Whilst  practically  all  shellfish  obtained  locally  for  sale  are  pro- 
cessed in  establishments  at  Scarisbrook  and  Hoylake  approved  by 
the  Liverpool  Port  Health  Authority,  the  Council  have  suggested  to 
the  Chester  Port  Health  Authority  that  there  is  a need  for  an  Order 
to  be  applied  in  respect  of  layings  at  West  Kirby  and  Caldy,  not  only 
on  the  grounds  of  the  desirability  for  uniformity  but  since  both  areas 
could  be  affected  by  sewer  outfalls  on  the  foreshores.  The  Chester  Port 
Health  Authority  have  nat  agreed  to  the  recommendation.

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Hospitals. 

The  Neston  and  District  War  Memorial  Cottage  Hospital  has 
52  beds  and  two  cots.  It  is  equipped  for  general  surgery  and  has 
Massage  and  Out-Patient  Departments.  It  is  staffed  by  local  medical 
practitioners  and  visiting  consultants.  The  Hospital  is  con- 
trolled by  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  is  in  the  area 
of  the  Central  Wirral  Hospital  Management  Committee.  Other 
hospitals  managed  by  the  Board  are  available  to  local  residents.  The 
hospital  at  Clatterbridge  still  admits  a number  of  patients  from  this 
area  and  others  go  to  the  hospitals  of  Birkenhead,  Liverpool  and 
Chester.  The  Smallpox  Hospital  for  treatment  of  cases  of  this 
disease  is  at  New  Ferry. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

This  Act  gives  power  to  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  to  arrange 
for  removal  to  hospital  under  a Justice’s  order  of  aged  and  infirm 
persons  who  are  not  able  to  look  after  themselves  and  who  are  not 
receiving  proper  care  and  attention.  Much  time  and  patience  are 
needed  in  order  to  help  these  old  people  and  a number  of  such  cases 
have  been  investigated,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  hospital 
treatment  where  necessary.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

The  main  source  of  supply  of  the  West  Cheshire  Water  Board 
is  the  River  Dee  at  Chester  and  this  water  is  treated  at  Sutton  Hall. 
There  are  also  deep  wells  at  Prenton  and  Mouldsworth. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has  been 
satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

The  water  scarcity  which  occurred  in  many  parts  of  the  country 
in  1959  emphasises  the  need  for  constant  review  of  the  storage  capacity 
of  reservoirs.  The  consumption  of  water  per  head  of  population  will 
increase  with  the  rise  in  living  standards  and  the  reduction  in  the 
numbers  of  houses  without  baths  and  a hot  water  supply.  Apart  there- 
fore from  increased  demand  as  the  result  of  new  building,  it  is  important 
to  recognise  and  to  plan  for  consumption  on  a scale  in  excess  of  that 
formerly  regarded  as  normal. 

The  Council  supplies  water  from  its  own  pumping  stations  to 
the  area  of  the  former  Neston  and  Parkgate  Urban  District  Council 
whilst  the  area  ceded  from  the  late  Wirral  Rural  District  in  1933  is 
supplied  by  the  West  Cheshire  Water  Board. 

Mostyn  House  School  has  a private  supply  of  water  from  an 
artesian  well  at  the  school,  and  there  is  also  an  independent  supply 
from  a deep  well  at  the  Neston  Laundry. 

None  of  the  waters  supplied  has  a plumbo-solvent  action  and  the 
Analyst’s  reports  have  revealed  no  evidence  of  contamination. 

The  Council’s  supply  is  not  softened.  It  has  a hardness  of  224 
expressed  in  parts  per  million  at  the  waterworks  situate  at  Lees  Lane, 
Little  Neston.

Consumption. 

The  volume  of  water  pumped  from  the  Council’s  Waterworks 
is  estimated  to  represent  a consumption  of  approximately  42  gallons 
per  head  per  day. 

The  details  of  the  volume  supplied  to  consumers  in  this  area  by 
the  West  Cheshire  Water  Board  are  not  available,  but  it  is  estimated  that 
consumption  was  in  the  order  of  30  gallons  per  head  per  day. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  work  of  providing  main  drainage  facilities  in  Burton  Village 
is  complete. 

Sewer  extensions  are  required  to  provide  main  drainage  in  those 
parts  of  the  district  where  development  has  taken  place  resulting  in 
aggregations  of  dwellings  draining  to  private  disposal  works.  The  nature 
of  the  subsoil  and  the  absence  of  suitable  gradients  render  deficient 
the  disposals  of  the  effluents  from  these  installations,  many  of  which 
are  in  any  event  obsolete  being  of  the  so  called  “upward  flow”  type. 

The  Council  has  recognised  the  need  to  extend  sewerage  disposal 
works  to  deal  with  increasing  development  and  has  called  for  a report 
on  the  work  necessary  to  provide  adequate  treatment  facilities  for  the 
increased  volume  of  sewerage. 


Rivers  and  streams. 

There  is  no  gross  pollution  of  streams.  The  district  is  not  subject 
to  serious  flooding  although  in  a few  places  after  periods  of  abnormally 
heavy  and  prolonged  rainfall  ditches  and  surface  water  drains  do  be- 
come surcharged. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

In  rural  parts  of  the  district  remote  from  sewers  a few  pail  closets 
and  chemical  closets  are  in  use.  The  number  are  diminishing  year 
by  year. 


Open  Spaces. 


The  District  has  some  68.0  acres  of  public  open  space. 
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Public  Cleansing 

Interest  in  the  composting  of  refuse  continues  and  a full  scale 
plant  has  been  installed  in  Jersey  from  which  it  is  hoped  useful  infor- 
mation will  be  obtained.  A more  recent  development  is  the  proposal 
to  manufacture  solid  fuel  bricquettes  from  town  waste.  If  these  de- 
velopments can  be  brought  to  fruition  a substantial  advance  will  have 
been  achieved  in  the  solution  of  one  of  the  pressing  problems  of  the 
time.

The  Hospitals  of  the  District,  both  Voluntary  and  Public  are 
under  the  control  of  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Wirral  is 
in  the  area  of  the  Central  Wirral  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

The  hospital  at  Clatterbridge  still  admits  a large  number  of  patients 
from  this  area  and  others  go  to  the  hospitals  of  Liverpool  and  Birkenhead. 

The  Royal  Liverpool  Children’s  Hospital,  Heswall,  accommodates 
242  patients.  It  is  the  country  branch  of  the  Royal  Liverpool  Children’s 
Hospital,  and  was  designed  originally  for  the  treatment  of  orthopaedic 
cases.  The  Hospital  admits  patients  from  this  area.  It  is  equipped  with 
a steam  disinfector. 
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The  Cleaver  Sanatorium  primarily  for  the  reception  of  cases  of 
tuberculosis  now  admits  patients  with  other  chest  complaints. 

The  Maternity  Home  at  Oldfield  Way,  Heswall,  which  has  ac- 
commodation for  13  maternity  patients  is  now  under  the  management 
of  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  for  treatment  of  cases  of  this  disease  is 
situated  at  New  Ferry. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

This  Act  gives  power  to  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  to  arrange  for 
removal  to  hospital  under  a Justice’s  order  of  aged  and  infirm  persons 
who  are  not  able  to  look  after  themselves  and  who  are  not  receiving 
proper  care  and  attention.  Much  time  and  patience  are  needed  in 
order  to  help  these  old  people  and  a number  of  such  cases  have  been 
investigated,  and  arrangements  are  made  for  hospital  treatment  where 
necessary. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  50,  it  was  necessary 
to  arrange  for  the  cremation  of  the  body  of  an  elderly  man  found 
dead  in  his  home.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water 

The  District  is  supplied  by  the  West  Cheshire  Water  Board,  the 
main  sources  of  supply  being  the  River  Dee  at  Sutton  Hall  and  deep 
wells  at  Prenton  and  Mouldsworth.  None  of  the  waters  has  a plumbo- 
solvent  action  and  the  frequent  chemical  and  bacteriological  control 
examinations  were  satisfactory. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Royal  Liverpool  Children’s  Hospital, 
which  has  an  independent  supply  from  a 300'  deep  borehole,  public 
mains  supplies  are  in  use  throughout  the  District.  In  an  emergency, 
water  for  use  in  the  Hospital  is  readily  available  from  the  public  mains. 

All  permanent  dwellings  have  a separate  piped  supply  of  mains 
water,  standpipes  being  used  only  in  connection  with  a small  number 
of  dwellings  which  are  normally  occupied  during  the  summer  months. 

Water  from  the  River  Dee  is  now  in  use  in  all  parts  of  the  District. 
Initially  there  were  many  complaints  concerning  the  taste  and  appearance 
of  the  water  as  the  change  was  made  from  well  to  river  water 
but  the  consumers  having  become  accustomed  to  the  new  supply 
these  complaints  have  almost  ceased.  However,  difficulties  do  occur 
when  ice  forms  over  the  River  Dee  near  the  point  of  extraction,  inter- 
fering with  natural  purification  and  necessitating  an  adjustment  in  the 
method  of  treatment  with  a consequent  effect  upon  the  taste  of  the 
water.  The  Water  Board  is  very  conscious  of  this  problem  and  is 
endeavouring  to  find  a solution. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a long  period  of  exceptionally 
cold  weather  which  resulted  in  approximately  350  dwellings  being 
deprived  of  a piped  supply  of  water.  Although  some  of  these  were  of 
post-war  construction,  there  were  many  which  had  been  occupied  for 
upwards  of  thirty  years  and  this  was  the  first  occasion  on  which  the 
service  pipes  had  frozen. 

Action  was  taken  to  ensure  that  supplies  for  basic  needs  were 
reasonably  available  for  every  household  either  from  more  fortunate 
neighbours,  from  standpipes  or  from  water  tankers.  Particular  attention 
was  given  to  the  needs  of  elderly  persons  known  to  be  living  alone. 

Appended  hereunder  are  details  of  the  number  of  houses  and  of 
population  supplied  by  public  mains  (a)  direct  to  houses  and  (b)  by 
means  of  standpipes.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

There  has  been  no  slackening  in  the  Council’s  efforts  to  ensure 
that  adequate  facilities  are  provided  for  the  satisfactory  drainage  of  all 
parts  of  the  District. 

The  major  works  in  the  Fender  Valley  and  the  Heswall  Outfall 
drainage  areas  have  been  completed,  excellent  progress  is  being  made 
with  the  Heswall  Hills  Relief  Sewer  and  it  is  anticipated  that  work  on 
the  Gayton  Sewerage  Scheme  will  be  commenced  during  the  coming 
year.  In  connection  with  the  latter,  it  was  originally  intended  to  adapt 
the  disposal  works  to  full  treatment  because  of  the  restricted  flow  of 
water  at  the  point  of  discharge.  Following  a meeting  arranged  by  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  between  his  representa- 
tives and  those  of  the  Council  and  the  Dee  and  Clwyd  River  Board 
it  was  agreed  to  divert  the  Gayton  sewage  to  the  Heswall  works  which 
would  be  reconstructed  to  provide  for  satisfactory  partial  treatment  of 
the  sewage  before  it  is  discharged  into  the  River  Dee.  The  estimated 
cost  of  these  proposals  is  £123,300  a saving  of  £18,870  and  there  will 
also  be  a substantial  reduction  in  the  cost  of  maintenance.  Consent  to 
the  new  discharges  from  the  Heswall  Outfall  has  been  issued  by  the 
Dee  and  Clwyd  River  Board  and  this  is  valid  until  October,  1966. 

These  proposals  caused  complaints  from  several  organizations,  it 
being  alleged  that  the  existing  partial  treatment  works  at  Heswall 
resulted  in  foul  matter  being  deposited  on  the  foreshore.  Representa- 
tives of  the  Council  and  of  the  complainants  made  a joint  inspection 
of  the  foreshore  and  treatment  works  and  no  evidence  could  be  found 
to  justify  this  allegation. 

Development  of  that  part  of  the  Urban  District  in  the  North 
Wirral  drainage  area  is  still  restricted  because  the  system  is  overloaded 
and  it  is  very  regrettable  that  the  differences  of  opinion  between  the 
constituent  members  on  the  manner  in  which  the  much  overdue 
and  necessary  works  be  undertaken  remain  unresolved. 

Rivers  and  streams 

One  case  of  minor  pollution  caused  by  the  unsatisfactory  effluent 
from  a septic  tank  was  remedied. 

A complaint  was  received  concerning  the  unsatisfactory  condition 
of  the  watercourse  adjoining  a new  housing  estate  and  informal  action 
resulted  in  those  responsible  effecting  the  necessary  improvements.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
Refuse  Collection 

The  Council  provides  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  domestic 
premises  and  a twice  weekly  collection  from  certain  shops,  schools  and 
institutions. 

As  a result  of  the  higher  level  of  unemployment  on  Merseyside 
there  was  some  easing  in  the  problem  of  obtaining  labour  for  this 
service.  Local  men  are  very  reluctant  to  accept  this  type  of  work  and 
it  is  necessary  to  bring  in  employees  from  outside  the  Urban  District. 

The  erection  of  residential  and  shop  properties  in  fairly  sub- 
stantial numbers  has  continued  with  a consequent  increase  in  the 
number  of  premises  requiring  this  service.  Not  only  are  there  more 
bins  to  be  emptied  but  the  alteration  in  the  character  of  refuse  means 
that  there  is  more  to  be  removed  from  each  house.  These  factors 
have  resulted  in  some  strain  being  placed  on  the  available  transport 
which  consists  of  two  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  Tipping 
vehicles  and  a 50  cu.  yd.  Pakamatic  machine. 

After  due  consideration  the  Council  has  declined  to  provide 
dustbins  as  a charge  against  the  Rates.  The  paper  sack  method  of 
storage  has  been  rejected  too,  also  because  of  the  additional  cost  which 
would  be  incurred. 


Refuse  Disposal 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  in  a small 
valley  off  Station  Road,  Thurstaston.  The  work  is  done  by  one  man 
using  mechanical  equipment. 

Sites  suitable  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  by  tipping  are  now  ex- 
tremely difficult  to  find  and  this  is  a problem  for  several  local  authorities 
on  the  Wirral  Peninsula.  At  the  instigation  of  the  County  Borough  of 
Birkenhead  and  with  the  support  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  a Working  Party  consisting  of  the  appropriate  technical 
officer  from  each  local  authority  and  other  interested  organizations  has 
been  created  to  investigate  and  report  upon  possible  solutions  to  this 
problem.  As  a result  of  differences  of  opinion  between  members  of 
the  Working  Party  no  report  has  yet  been  published.

The  recovery  of  saleable  materials  continues  to  make  a substantial 
contribution  to  the  reduction  of  the  cost  of  this  service.  Economic 
repercussions  resulted  in  limitations  being  placed  on  the  quantities  of 
waste  paper  and  fibreboard  accepted  at  the  Mills  and  this  caused  income 
to  fall  short  of  that  for  the  previous  year.  The  net  profit  was  approxi- 
mately £ 1,050.

Inspections  were  made  of  the  various  premises  licensed  for  re- 
tailing intoxicating  drinks  and  any  necessary  repairs  and  improvements 
were  undertaken  by  the  proprietors. 

Shops 

One  hundred  and  thirty-two  routine  inspections  were  made  of 
shop  premises  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  38, 
Shops  Act  1950. 

Camping  Sites  and  Moveable  Dwellings 

Two  Merseyside  Youth  Organizations  have  camps  in  the  area 
where  their  members  may  pass  their  week-ends  in  pleasant  surround- 
ings and  health  restoring  activities. 

Permanent  buildings  are  provided  for  administration,  catering 
and  sanitary  services  and  there  is  limited  sleeping  accommodation 
which  is  augmented  by  tents  during  the  summer  months.  These 
facilities  are  very  much  appreciated  by  many  young  folk. 

In  addition,  there  are  four  sites  licensed  for  the  seasonal  use  of 
trailer  caravans.  Two  of  the  sites  which  are  comparatively  small,  and 
have  standings  for  a total  of  12  caravans  have  licences  subject  to  annual 
renewal.  Sites  three  and  four  accommodate  a total  of  184  caravans. 
Site  licences  are  continuing  and  each  site  has  flush  toilets,  wash  hand 
basins,  shower  baths  and  facilities  for  washing  clothing. 

The  owners  of  all  sites  are  anxious  to  maintain  and  if  possible 
to  improve  amenities  it  being  acknowledged  that  persons  attracted  to 
this  form  of  dwelling  are  becoming  more  and  more  discriminating. 

There  is  no  site  licensed  for  caravans  intended  for  permanent 
occupation.

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

The  Council  is  now  a member  of  both  the  National  Society  for  Clean 
Air  and  the  West  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Regional  Smoke  Abatement 
Committee. 

Routine  observations  of  smoke  emission  from  non-domestic 
chimneys  were  continued  and  advisory  visits  to  works  undertaken 
where  necessary  to  ensure  that  steam  installations  were  used  efficiently. 

All  dwellings  built  during  the  year  were  fitted  with  approved 
smokeless  fuel  appliances  and  the  space  heating  facilities  in  several 
existing  houses  were  converted  for  smokeless  combustion. 

In  connection  with  the  latter,  it  appears  desirable  that  the  im- 
provements attracting  the  payment  of  a standard  grant  might  be  ex- 
tended to  include  the  replacement  of  out-moded  firegrates  by  modern 
appliances.  This  would  ensure  that  householders  living  outside  pro- 
posed smoke  control  areas  need  not  suffer  financially  because  they  acted 
in  advance  of  formal  action  by  the  local  authority. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

This  district  has  no  public  swimming  bath  but  there  are  private 
swimming  baths  at  a boys’  camp  and  a boys’  boarding  school,  the  former 
being  equipped  for  the  filtration  and  chlorination  of  water. 

Samples  of  the  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examin- 
ation and  an  adverse  report  was  received  on  one  occasion  in  respect  of 
a sample  from  the  boys’  camp.  This  was  attributed  to  a slight  fault 
in  the  filtering  equipment  and  after  the  necessary  adjustment  had  been 
made  subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory.

Schools 

The  educational  establishments  in  this  district  consist  of  the 
following  : — 

One  Secondary  Modern,  three  County  Primary,  one  C.  of  E. 
(Controlled)  two  C.  of  E.  and  five  private  schools. 
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Reference  was  made  in  last  year’s  Report  to  a number  of  the 
Primary  and  Junior  Schools  not  having  an  adequate  supply  of  hot 
water  for  washing  hands.  During  the  year  there  has  been  no  improve- 
ment in  the  situation  but  the  Divisional  Education  Officer  has  indicated 
that  during  the  next  financial  year  it  is  hoped  that  the  necessary  facilities 
will  be  provided  at  one  school. 

Primary  Schools  at  Barnston,  Pensby  and  Thurstaston  are  so 
overcrowded  that  it  is  necessary  to  use  dining  rooms  and  assembly 
halls  as  classrooms.  The  close  proximity  of  kitchens  to  the  former 
results  in  excessive  condensation  and  this  has  been  reduced  by  the 
installation  of  electric  fan  heaters. 

Residential  development  is  proceeding  throughout  the  District, 
many  of  the  new  residents  are  young  couples  with  growing  families 
and  the  Education  Authority  is  anxious  to  provide  additional  schools 
as  soon  as  practicable.

Although  owners  generally  were  prepared  to  give  instructions  for 
necessary  repairs  to  be  effected  there  was  frequently  considerable  delay 
before  works  of  a less  urgent  character  were  completed.

The  Council  has  always  encouraged  owners  to  bring  their  prop- 
erties up  to  modern  standards  of  amenity  and  a total  of  114  dwellings 
have  now  qualified  for  improvement  grants.

Clean  Food  Campaign 

Regular  inspections  were  made  of  premises  used  for  the  preparation 
and  retailing  of  food  and  any  necessary  improvements  to  buildings  or 
equipment  were  undertaken  with  the  minimum  of  delay. 
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Lectures  on  food  hygiene  were  given  to  several  Women’s  Organiza- 
tions during  the  year  and  greater  discrimination  by  customers  exerts 
considerable  influence  in  encouraging  retailers  and  their  employees  to 
maintain  satisfactory  standards. 

With  the  continued  increase  in  the  number  of  self-service  shops 
there  is  a greater  risk  of  displayed  foods  being  contaminated  by  dogs. 
Notices  requesting  customers  to  leave  their  dogs  outside  may  be  ignored 
and  it  is  the  practice  to  display  near  floor  level  only  those  foods  which 
are  protected  by  suitable  wrapping. 


Ice  Cream 

Although  there  are  five  premises  registered  for  the  purpose  only 
one  firm  is  at  present  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream.  A 
further  seventy  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  this  commodity.
